She Poses as Nurse — 
) Boy Found Safe After 
: Search Lasting Two 
Days. 


NEW YORK, March 19 (UP) 
—A woman who lost her ex- 
pected child before it was born 
confessed today she kidnaped a 
3-week-old baby, police an- 
nounced. 

The baby, James Perez Jr., 
'was found unharmed on the 
second floor landifig of a Har- 
lem tenement last night and 
was reunited with his mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Perez, a Puerto 
Rican. 

Police said Mrs. Dolores 
Phipps, 22-year-old Negro, had 
posed as a public health nurse 
last Thursday and tricked Mrs. 
Perez into giving her the baby 
because she had lost her own 
child by miscarriage about three 
months ago. 

A taxicab driver, Isidore 
Wachs, gave police the tip which 
led to Mrs. Phipp’s arrest. More 
than 150 police had worked 
around the clock in the two-day 
search for the baby and his kid- 
naper. 

Mrs. Phipps had hailed a taxi- 
cab driven by Wachs when she 
left St. Luke’s Hospital Thurs- 
day with the child after taking 
him from Mrs. Perez. 
Unemployed Factory Worker. 

Mrs. Phipps, an unemployed 
factory worker, was arrested at 
her mother’s home: She said she 
had left the apartment only 
once—to buy food—since steal- 
ing the baby last Thursday. 

(The Associated Press said po- 
lice called Mrs. Phipps “a frus- 
trated mother,” said she took 
good care of the baby, and told 
friends the infant was her own. 
Even her 
fooled, it was said.) 

Mrs. Phipps said she intended 
‘to return the baby to Mrs. 
Perez but told police “I was 
afraid.” She said she did not 
know the address of Mrs. Perez 
until after Mrs. Perez made 
tearful appeals in newspapers 
and on television for the return 
of the child. 

Deputy Chief Inspector Ed- 
ward Byrnes said Mrs. Phipps, 
who is separated from her hus- 
band, said she felt “lost” be- 
cause all her girl friends were 
having babies. In her statement 
to police, she said she had not 
told. anyone of her miscarriage. 

Found By Woman, Daughter. 

The baby was found by Mrs. 
Lottie Wilson and her daughter, 
Jean, 12, on a landing in their 
West Harlem tenement, which 
is near the home of Mrs. 
Phipp’s mother. 

Byrnes personally took the 
baby’s mother, Mrs. Perez, to 
Harlem hospital where she was 
again with the child 50 minutes 
after his discovery.

Finnish |Owners Urge

HELSINKI, March 19 (UP)— 
The owners of the Finnish 
tanker Aruba notified Peiping 
today the vessel definitely “can- 
not proceed” to Red China with 
its cargo-of jet fuel and that it 
is up to the Communists to come 
and get it. 


The crew of the tanker re- 
belled earlier against running 
the Chinese Nationalist blockade 
‘and demanded that the ship put 
into .Colombo, Ceylon. The 
owners refused and ordered the 
captain of the Aruba to sail as 
far as the crew would go. 

(The Associated Press said the 
Aruba passed 70 miles off the 
southern tip of Ceylon today, 
making about 100 miles a day.) 

In the meantime the owners 
asked Peiping for instructions 
and whether the Red Govern- 
ment would accept the oil at 
some neutral port. There was 
no reply: The owners offered to 
transship the cargo to another 
vessel at sea. Still there was no 
reply. 

The 42-man crew then notified 
the company it would sail no 
further than the Nicobar islands 
off the tip of India and at the 
entrance to the Strait of Ma- 
lacca leading past Sumatra to 
Singapore. 

Gunnar Damstroem, president 
of Re-Be Shipping Co., which 
owns the Aruba, said today the 
crew's action means delivery to 
Red China is impossible. He 
asked the Red Chinese govern- 
ment what it wants done with 
the disputed cargo.

ists.

The action is virtually certain 
td provoke a hot protest from 
Russia, which has been demand- 
ing return of the men along 
with their ship.

CITY FUND LOSS 


Civic Leaders Call on 
Aldermen to Speed 
Action but Many at 
Hearing Oppose North 
Side Plan. 


The city faces loss of federal 
and state funds for expressway 
construction unless it acts soon 


to approve a route for the pro- 
posed Mark Twain Expressway, 
civic leaders told an aldermanic 
yesterday at a public 
hearing on a measure which 
would establish a route previ- 
ously adopted by the State 
Highway Commission. 

Representatives of north St. 
Louis business and improvement 
organizations, who are opposing 
the route because of required 
demolition of buildings for the 
expressway, urged that the 
route be discarded. They pre- 
sented a proposal for an alter- 
nate route which would parallel 
the Mississippi river through 
north St, Louis and which, they 
eontended, would require razing 
of fewer structures. 

More Than 200 Present. 

More than 200 persons, most 
of them property owners along 
the proposed right-of-way, at- 
tended the hearing conducted at 
City Hall by the Streets and 
Sewers Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. Most of these op- 
posed the route selected by the 
Highway Commission. 

One group of north St. Louis 
residents opposed the alternate 
route. 

Members of the city adminis- 
tration, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Civic Progress Inc., and 
the State Highway Department 
urged the committee to approve 
the measure immediately. They 
contended it would permit im- 
mediate construction of the north 
leg of the Third Street inter- 
regional highway, a portion of 
‘tthe Mark Twain route. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said the aldermen must be 
guided by three factors in con- 
sideration of the highway route. 
These are, he said, economic 
soundness of the proposal, pro- 
vision for maximum benefits to 
the largest number of people, 
and disruption of the smallest 
number of people. 

He contended the route chosen 
by the .State Highway Depart- 
ment met all these require- 
ments. 

Edwin M. Clark, president of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. and a member of Civic 
Progress Inc., stated that, be- 
cause of delays by the city in 
approving expressway routes, 
many state highway funds allo- 
eated for this area were being 
spent in other sections of the 
state. 

Myer Ableman, St. Louis ur- 
ban area engineer for the State 
Highway Department, defended 
the route in question, saying 
that an alternate route that has 
been proposed by certain groups 
would-cost $5,000,000 more and 
would dislocate 150 to 200 more 
families than the department’s 
route. 

Aloys P. Kaufmann, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis, said 
other cities were building ex- 
pressways while residents of this 
area were arguing over routes. 

“No matter where the high- 
ways are to be built—and they 

must be built if metropolitan 
St. Louis is to be prevented 
from strangling in its own traf- 
fic—some of our citizens will 
inevitably be inconvenienced,” 
he said. , 

“This, of course, we regret. 
However, in accordance with 
our .démocratic principles, we 
feel that this inconvenience to a 
relatively small proportion of 
our citizens cannot be avoided 
if the community as a whole is 
to progress.” 

Backs State Findings. 

Kaufmann, who spoke as a 
representative of the Chamber, 

conceded he was not familiar 

with all details of the route,

Russian Communism was op- 
posed vigorously at its outset by 
the late David R. Francis of St. 
Louis, who, as the last United 
States ambassador to the court 
of the Czar, once described the 
Bolshevik revolution as a “mon- 
strosity.” 
~Francis’s private papers, now 
being catalogued at the Missouri 
Historical Society, show that he 
stayed on at his embassy post in 
Petrograd through some of the 
worst street fighting of the 1917 
revolution. a 
Later, he was among the first 
Western diplomats to deal with 
the new Lenin-Trotsky govern- 
ment. Repeatedly Francis urged 
the Allies, victorious on the 
Western front, to send troops 
into Russia before the Reds could 
consolidate their control. 

‘I think,” he wrote later, “that 
if the recommendation had been 
carried out, it would have saved 
Europe from Bolshevism.” 

His Idea Rejected. 

Prime Minister Lloyd George 
of Great Britain and Premier 
Georges Clemenceau of France, 
with whom Francis discussed the 
matter, rejected the idea, telling 
him British and French troops 
would not be willing to serve 
in Russia, 

Francis disagreed, saying he 
was sure many volunteers could 
be obtained from the troops on 
the Western front, particularly 
from those who had arrived in 
France too late to see action. 

Indications are that what 
Francis had in mind was that 
allied troops could support the 
moderate government of Alex- 
ander Kerensky, deposed by the 
Communists, or insure demo- 
cratic elections. 

At least once, Francis tried 
to interest President Woodrow 
Wilson in his idea, but later, 
when Wilson became ill, Francis 
had trouble obtaining appoint- 
ments with him, the papers re- 
late. 

In a letter to Francis, Fred- 
erick M. Corse, an American 
business man who had long ex- 
perience in Russia, said he had 
been told by a relative of Wilson 
that the President was consider- 
ing asking the newly-formed 
League of Nations to take col- 
lective action in Russia. 

The idea, Corse wrote, was 
to save Russian intellectuals 
from imprisonment and death 
“and incidentally Mtroduce or- 
der into that distracted land.”

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Adenauer Wins and Slips 


With astute political strategy, Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adehauer has won German ratification of 
the Western European Union. The last test came 
in the Bundesrat, the upper chamber of the 
Bonn parliament, on the treaty to sanction re- 
armament. The vote was 29 to 7—perhaps not 
quite so overwhelming as it may seem since the 
Bonn constitution required a two-thirds majority, 
but nevertheless impressive. 

The Bundestag, the lower chamber, ratified 
the agreements on Feb. 28. So, as far as Bonn 
is concerned, the way seems open for statutory 
implementation of this decision to put Germans 
in uniform again—this time in a common de- 
fense of the democratic West. 

The Bundesrat voting ended a long and severe 
strain on the Chancellor. Perhaps that is why he 
forgot his caution and exclaimed: “This does 
away with Yalta!” Aside from questions about 
the accuracy of this statement, it hardly made 
Dr. Adenauer any friends in London. There also 
are thosé in the United States wifo are in less 
than hearty accord with the publication of the 
Yalta papers by Secretary Dulles. Germany has 
made her remarkable postwar recovery because 
the enemies of 1939-1945 were so ready to be- 
come friends. And Germany still needs friends. 

The ratification gave Adenauer and the Ger- 
mans a distinct political advantage over France 
where the agreements have not yet been ap- 
proved by the Senate. If WEU is to go the way 
of EDC, France again will have to take the 
blame, Indeed, the feeling that, France will not 
ratify made it possible for sorbe German poli- 
ticians opposed to rearmament to vote for it. 
But the French should blame themselves rather 
than Adenauer for their new discomfort. 

Paris may seize on a German stipulation in 
the Saar agreement, one of those included in 
the WEU package, since it asserts German do- 
minion over the Saar territory even while inter- 
nationalized. The French may also quibble about 
the demand for removal of all occupation restric- 
tions and an immediate four-power conference 
on German reunification. These are not integral 
parts of the treaties, however, but rather expres- 
sions of German aspirations. , 

There still are opportunities for procrastina- 
tion and opposition both in France and in Ger- 

many. It is to be hoped, however, that Paris 
will soon follow the example of Bonn, and that 
ratification will be made meaningful on botlr 
sides of the Rhine. All the endless debates about 


. the need for German foot soldiers in an atomic 


war can be dropped, and there is still need to 
establish the new relations as a demonstration 
of Western solidarity. 


Too Many Words 

We are prepared to give sympathetic consid- 
eration to the Archbishop of Canterbury’s pro- 
posal. He wants to abolish typewriters in order 
to cut down the volume of written words and 
hence improve the quality of thought. 

As to the archiepiscopal logic we say nothing. 
But when it comes to improving the condition of 
the human race by curtailing communications, 
the Archbishop can hardly ignore a basic fact. 
Spoken words are vastly more numerous, and 
frequently more vapid, than those written down. 
What is Dr. Geoffrey Fisher going to do about 
them? 

- We rather suspect that what the British prelate 
has come up against is the human race. Sad it 
may be, but the truth is that words are pretty 
much inseparable from people; you can’t curtail 
the one without curtailing the other. 

And so there remains only the ancient remedy 
of terminal interruption. You may not be able 
to halt the utterance or the writing of words 
but you can always, or almost always anyway, 
exercise the unalienable option of not reading, 
not listening. Many people habitually invoke this 
privilege in the case of archbishops vaguely pop- 
ping off about such matters as abolishing type- 
writers to improve thought. . 
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Until the Revolution of the Cities 


An English visitor recently got the notion that 
City Hall was in Jefferson City. He thought that 
Jefferson City must be 'the name of some dawn- 
town neighborhood like London’s City. The mu- 
nicipal business of St, Louis obviously is con- 
ducted in this Jefferson City place, he argued. 
It took us the better part of two weeks to get 
him straightened out; and now we are not s0 
sure that he was not right before we disabused 
him. 

Consider, for example, the off-street parking 
bill which has just been sent to the floor of the 
State Senate after plenty of tinkering in com- 
mittee. Is there any logical reason why the State 
Legislature should have anything at all to do 
with the problem of getting some automobiles 
off the St. Louis streets so that other automo- 
biles may ‘use them? 

As it stands, this bill is not yet as bad as the 
one in a previous session. That one would have 
permitted St. Louis to build off-street parking 
garages, but it insisted on their private opera- 
tion for private profit. We hope that the current 
bill is not hashed into such nonsense as a favor 
to a lobbyist. Those garages are needed. But 
why should St. Louis have td plead at all with 
indifferent or harassing legislators over a con- 
cern so exclusively local? 

Some day angry city folks—the folks who pro- 
duce the big bulk of state taxes—may take power 
into their own hands—and declare outstate areas 
just suburbs—maybe blighted stuburbs at that. 
But before this revolution of the sidewalk-plod- 
ders, St. Louis had better adopt a new city char- 
ter. This parking bill shows how far this city is 
from reasonable home rule. 
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Where Shackles Are Unnecessary 
“The Missouri Tax Commiggion’s decision to 
increase real estate valuations in some 26 coun- 
ties has produced a doubled-barreled legislative 
reaction in the House. The State Constitution re- 
quires the Commission to equalize assessments 
as between counties, and the current program is 
a good-sized step in that direction. 

But House members from seven of the 26 af- 
fected counties want to slow down that program. 
They would prohibit the Commission from” in- 
creasing valuations by more than 10 per cent in 
any one year over the figures fixed by the 
county assessor. It is difficult)to see what would 
be’ gained except perhaps several years of tax 
turmoil. 

Under the proposal it would take the Commis- 
sion six years or more in some counties to do 
what can be done now 4n one—and done pain- 
lessly if tax rates are cut as assessments are in- 
creased. This latter is exactly what is proposed 
in another House measure. It assures taxing 
bodies substantially the same amount of reve- 
nue regardless of the rate or level of assessments. 
Provided it also permits of a rise in actual tax

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No Place for Partisanship 


Senator Capehart scored a point against Sena- 
tor Fulbright when he complained that the lat- 
ter’s questioning of General Motors President 
Harlow H. Curtice strayed from the subject of 
the stock market inquiry. 

It is a fact that General Motors’ pricing prac- 
tices and profit margins have little directly to do 
with the issues of the stock market study. Mr. 
Curtice, however, was quick to deny that he felt 
“harassed,” and it seems rather unfair to en- 
force upon Senator Fulbright a rigid standard 
of relevance that is so seldom enforced upon 
any other committee chairman. , 

We have the impression that Senator Cape- 
hart, when he was conducting his FHA “scandal” 
hearings last year, enjoyed the customary latitude 
which he now would deny Senator Fulbright. 

More disturbing than the Capehart-Fulbright 
clash itself is the pattern of which it was a part. 

Senator Capehart’s demands for an end to the 
inquiry, taken in conjunction with attacks upon 
it by Secretary Humphrey, G.O.P. Chairman 
Leonard Hall and Chairman Goldwater of the 
G.O.P. Senatorial Campaign Committee, suggest 
that a decision has been made by the Republican 


leadership to brand the Fulbright study with a is 


partisan label. 


Just what the Republicans hope to gain by . 


this maneuver is obscure. We find it regrettable 
‘because a sober and conservatively conducted 
study of the stock market boom ought to have 
great potential value to the nation. Senator Ful- 
bright has obviously been trying to conduct that 
kind of inquiry, and certainly he is tempera- 
mentally fitted to do so. 

If dangerous speculative influences are at work 
in the stock market today, it is in the public in- 
terest to identify them and restrain them, in 
order to forestall a runaway boom and crash 
like that of 1929. If no such influences exist, if 
the stock boom simply reflects the confidence of 
investors and business men, then it fs difficult 
to believe that the careful kind of inquiry which 
Senator Fulbright is conducting ¢an do either 
the market or the: national economy any serious 
harm. 
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Tyranny Feels Its Oats 

Anybody who may have been inclined to 
condone the harshness of the South African 
government in enforcing apartheid may now 
contemplate two new laws being sought by it. 

One would permit policemen to enter and 
search a house without a warrant or even the 
permission of their superiors. The other would 
force individuals to obtain passports or exit per- 
mits before leaving the country—although pass- 
ports are granted in the British Commonwealth 
as a matter of right and not by permissive 
authority vested in some official. No wonder the 
opposition is crying: Police state! 

On top of these two bills—which probably 
will be passed—the government is demanding 
of the courts that injunctions against abuse of 
the police power and other executive authority 
shall not be granted until at least three days 
after application. Even the immediate granting 
of an injunction may be too late to protect a 
cittzen against unlawful search or some other 
abuse of his civil rights. 

While the fundamental protest runs against the 
tyrannical authority sought by the South African 
government, -the situation may also be used to 
convince those only slightly perturbed by South 
African trends that a regime which has asgerted 
virtually absolute power over one racial group 
is almost sure, sooner or later, to claim power 
over everybody. 
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More and More Hesholors 


If statistics are at all reliable, bachelors will 
increase by the millions in the decade or two 
just ahead. Bachelors of the Arts and of -the 
Sciences of course. College entrance applications 
are mounting fast. And the colleges do not quite 
know what to do. 


The matter is biological. The American birth 
rate went up 88 per cent in the last 20 years. It 
is still rising at a right brisk rate. Elementary 
and high school administrators already are deep 
in the consequences. And the colleges foresee a 
statistical increase in enrollments of 75 per cent 
or morezin the next two decades. How can they 
handle it? 


State universities afe under legal obligation 
to make provisions for the coming students. But 
is there a point beyond which a school’s size be- 
comes a disadvantage? Should states establish 
new institutions, or can they meet the problem 
by expanding already crowded schools? 

For private colleges and universities, the prob- 
lems will be even more difficult. Harvard’s Presi- 
dent Pusey said here in St. Louis that his school 
would continue to expand as a duty to the na- 

‘tion. But some Harvard men have doubts. Yale 
and Princeton seem even more hesitant. How 
big can they get, it is asked, and still maintain 
their present methods and standards? 


What about the ‘distinguished small colleges— 
Amherst, Williams, Swarthmore, Kenyon, Ham- 
ilton, Lawrence and the rest? For a long time 
they felt that an enrollment of 400 or 500 was 
just about right if you held to the the teacher- 
and-student-on-a-log theory. Most of them have 
gradually come to perhaps twice that many stu- 
dents. Can they maintain their character; can 
they finance expansion without loss of inde- 
pendence? 

One of the strong features of American educa- 
tion has been the varied approaches to it—the 
personal teaching at the small school, the excep- 
tional faculties of the great universities, the 
economy and availability of state institutions. It 
would be a great loss if higher education were 
to be standardized under the pressure of num- 
bers. Yet that is the threat unless the American 
people decide to put more money into schooling. 
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* New Approach to a Milk Product 
Instead of enacting the anti-filled-milk bill, on 
which hearings have now been held, the Missouri 
Legislature would do well to take a more af- 
firmative tack. Filled milk, which is whole milk 
with the ,butterfat extracted and vegetable oils 
added, has become an important eleraent of diet. 
The negative approach, that of outlawing a 
wholesome product for which there is“a strong 
public demand, seems destined to fail in the 
long run, as did the anti-margarine campaign be- 
fore it.

Strengthening the Charter should be attempted this year as the 
only route of disarmament, says Stanford University law pro- 
fessor; organization is pre-atomic and out of date: veto should 
be ended and world police force set up; this is the true realism. 


John Henry Merryman in The Nation 


The case against U.N. Charter revision 
at this time was presented in this space 
Feb. 25, in an article by Merle Kling of 
Washington University, reprinted from 
The Nation. 

If the world is to be at peace, disarma- 
ment must be universal and enforce- 
able.-In order to become, and stay, uni- 
versal and enforceable it must be based 
on laws which are enforced by police 
and applied by courts. The political au- 
thority which enacts, enforces, and ap- 
plies these laws must be separate from 
individual nations. 


In this way law and order of the sort 

hich exists within nations can be sub- 
stituted for the anarchy which now ex- 
ists among them. World law can re- 
place world chaos. 


These ideas are not new or original. 
They are widely held. Most world lead- 
ers have expressed them at one time or 
another, people like Eisenhower, 
Churchill, Nehru, Romulo, Adenauer, 
De Gasperi, the Pope and others. 


They’ are repeated here because the 
world is at a point in history where 
the mounting need for world law and 
the opportunity of achieving it are con- 
verging. The need and the opportunity 
are about to meet at a point in space 
and time; the place is the United Na- 
tions, the time 1955. 


Good, But Imperfect 


The United Nations is an excellent 
organization, as far as it goes, but it is 
weak where it needs most to be strong. 
It is unable to maintain international 
peace and security because it has not 
been given the power to do so by the 
nations of the world. 


The thing to do with a good, but im- 
perfect, organization is to improve it. 
The United Nations is the nearest thing 
the world has to a universal interna- 
tional organization and is the logical 
place to begin working toward enforce- 
able disarmament through world law. 


When the Charter was drafted at San 
Francisco the world was still in the pre- 
atomic age. Secretary of State Dulles has 
said: “As one who was at San Francisco 
I can say with confidence that if the 
delegates there had known that the 
mysterious and immeasurable power of 
the atom would be available as a means 
of mass destruction, the provisions of 
the Charter dealing with disarmament 
and-the regulation of armaments would 
have been far more emphatic and real- 
istic.” This means the Charter is pre- 
atomic. It must be brought up to date. 
- The nations which drafted the Charter 
in 1945 envisionéd the possYbility of re- 
vision. That is why they provided, in 
Article 109, for a general conference to 
be called to review the Charter in 1955. 


Protecting the Individual 


Plans exist for amending the Charter 
in order to make universal, enforceable 
disarmament possible. Although they 
differ in detail they agree that the area 
within which the United Nations will 
have expanded powers must be carefully 
circumscribed to prevent intervention 
in affairs of strictly national or local 
interest, or in matters not directly re- 
lated to disarmament and arms control. 


They agree that there must be a Bill - 


of Rights which protects individuals 
against unauthorized action by the 
United Nations but which does not at- 
pop to alter in any way the relations 
of the individual with his own nation. 
They agree that subject to these limi- 
tations the veto must be abolished, the 


’ one-nation, one-vote principle must be 


altered to provide for weighted repre- 
sentation of nations according to their 
actual importance in world affairs, an 
independent inspectorate and police 
force must be established, the jurisdic- 
tion of the United Nations must be ex- 
tended to individuals as well as states, 
and a court, perhaps the International 


Court of Justice, must he given compul- 
sory jurisdiction to hear disputes and 
render binding decisions. 


Under this type of political authority 
it would be possible to halt further arms 
production and to establish a plan of 
gradual disarmament which would al- 
low nations to absorb the social and 
economic shocks involved in converting 
to a non-military economy. 


Since the Soviet Union will have an 
effective veto over any proposal adopted 
by a Charter revision conference, it is 
legitimate to ask if it is not futile to 
speak of Charter revision. 


The question assumes something that 
may not be true; it assumes the Rus- 
sians will veto conference proposals be- 
cause they now say they will. But we 
a all had experience with the party

“When the Chips Are Down’ 


When the conference is called, when 
the delegates are assembled before the 
eyes of the world, both within and with- 
out the Iron Curtain; when the chips 
are down and the delegates must be for 
or against specific proposals designed 
to prevent man destroying himself; then 
what will the party line be? 


What pressures will then be felt with- 
in Russia? Within the satellites which 
are being drained to build and maintain 
the Soviet war machine? Within the un- 
committed part of the world Russia has 
been so eagerly wooing since World 
War II? 


The point is: if we agree that a good 
idea should not be advanced at the con- 
ference because it might be unaccept- 
able to the Kremlin we kill the good 
idea, we admit defeat in the battle for 
the minds of men, we strengthen the 
Russian position and drive despair deep- 
er into the hearts of the subjugated be- 
hind the Iran Curtain. 


Outside the Iron Curtain the strong- 
est opposition to these ideas comes from 
a variety of organizations in the United 
States. Of these some are frank isola- 
tionists who want to withdraw from all 
the rest of the world. Others are “con- 
servative” or “patriotic” groups which 
try to sell isolationism disguised as po- 
litical conservatism or patriotism. 


Realism or Suicide? 


The significant opposition comes from 
more responsible people who support 
the United Nations and who are inter- 
nationalist in outlook. Their position is 
that we-should not tamper with the 
United Nations, should not try to alter 
it by amending the Charter, should not 


' “rock the boat.” 


The thought appears to be that if we 
do nothing we cannot make a mistake. 
Actually this is not true. The Charter 
is already pre-atomic. The world is 
changing, and if the Charter does not 
change with it it will become obsolete. 

There can be no more effective way 
to kill the United Nations than to op- 
pose revision of the Charter to enable 
it to keep pace with the ‘world. The 
tendency away from reliance on the 
U.N. in matters of peace and securit 
is already a strong one. ! 


A word on realism. Those who cling 
to the familiar like to think of them- 
selves as realistic, practical, 
headed thinkers. In justifying their re- 
sistance to change they call those who 
advocate it impractical and unrealistic. 

But what is the program of: these 
realists? It is maintenance of the status 
quo. It is perpetuation of international 
anarchy. It is continued reliance on the 
devices of traditional diplomacy, on bal- 
ance of- power, alliances, defense trea- 
ties, Maginot Lines, moralizing about 
“good” and “bad” nations; all the tired 
old cliches which have never worked. 
It is a pro 1 that we continue as we 
have done in the past. This is supposed 
to be realism. It is ‘not. It is suicide?

It was 
in a tramcar in Glasgow that young 
Edwin saw for the first time, and with 
shock, “the animal peeping from men’s 
eyes.” Much later, in Prague, he was 
present when a nation fell before the 
forces that saw and treated men as only 
a part of the animal world. Against the 
menacing impersonality of o time, 
Orkney had prepared strong y hme 
in Muir’s soul. . 


Those first 14 years were a lucky 
thing for English literature, as well, 
for from conscious memories of them 
Muir has drawn, in this autobiography, 
one of the best accounts in the language 
of the timeless land of childhood and 
its eventual invasion, and from deeper 
memories, “preserved in a part of my 
mind which I cannot tap for ordinary 
purposes,” he has fashioned poetry of 
great individuality and revelation. —

PRESIDENT SEEKS

WASHINGTON, March 19 
(UP)—President Eisenhower yes- 
terday asked Congress to ap- 
propriate $12,000,000 to develop 
plans for evacuation, shelters 
and other means meeting an 
H-bomb attack. | 

The $12,000,000 would supple- 
ment the Civil Defense Admin- 
istration’s regular budget this 
year of $50,325,000. The White 
House explained that no money 
had been sought for planning 
purposes in the regular budget 
because the extent and nature 
of what would happen in event 
of an H-bomb attack had not 
been evaluated at the time. 

The White House said that the 
proposed supplemental appro- 
priation is necessary to develop 
evacuation, shelter and opera- 
tional plans for cities in critical 
target and related areas of dan- 
ger. 

The money will be used also 
to “conduct research into the 
most pressing probiems result- 
ing from radiological fallout in 
order to determine prompt and 
effective measures to meet such 
hazards,” the White Hoise said.

‘on a proposal to censure Mc- 
Carthy. 

A mail cover is a check of 
postmarks, forwarding and re 
tirn addresses on a person’s 
mail, as shown on the envelope. 
It is frequently used by criminal 


investigators. 

‘In McCarthy’s case, it was 
used for the asserted purpose of 
learning the names of brokers 
with whom he was communicat- 
ing during a 1952 Senate inves- 
tigation of his finances. Mem- 
bers of the investigating com- 
mittee said it was placed by a 
staff assistant without their 
knowledge. 

McCarthy denounced it as il- 
legal. 

One of the questions the sub- 
committee had under inquiry 
was whether McCarthy had used 
for speculation money given 
him to be used in fighting Com- 
munism. The subcommittee 
said in its final report that it 
‘was unable to answer this or 
many other questions about the 
Sénator’s finances, 

The subcommittee was headed 

at one time by Senator Guy 
Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, and later 
‘by Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
(Dem.), Missouri. Both said they 
knew nothing about the mail 
cover initiated by the staff.

Representative Judd, Ad- 
dressing Teachers, Says ‘We 
Haven't Done Homework.’ 


Americans” are losing the 
.struggle against Communism 
for control of the mind of man 
because “we haven*t done our 
homework,” United States Rep- 
resentative Walter H. Judd 
(Rep.), Minnesota, told 3200 
school teachers here yesterday. 

Waxing humorous, sarcastic 
and impassioned in quick suc- 
cession, he gave the major ad- 
dress of the concluding session 


at the one-day sixth annual St. 
Louis County District Teachers’ 
Association conference at Wash- 
ington University Field House. 

Ten years a medical mission- 
ary in China and often an out- 
spoken critic’ of America’s Far 
East policy, Judd made a fer- 
vent plea for day-to-day teach- 
-ing to stress the essential good- 
ness of America’s way of life 
and the evils of Communism. 

“Unlike you and me 20 or 30 
years ago,” he said, “today’s 
youth lives in a world of con- 
flict, without security, because 
of the continuing fight between 
two economic systems, to see 
which will crack up first under 
the tremendous load; the strug- 
gle between two educational 
systems, to see which will -pro- 
duce the best brains. 

“Our side is still losing a bit. 
We won a round in Guatemala 
but then lost the next in Indo- 
china 

“The free world cannot lose 
many more rounds without 
going to pieces. We are losing 
ground because of our ‘ignor- 
ance—ignorance of other peo- 
ples, ignorance’ of geography, 
ignorance of the world’s nat- 
ural resources, ignorance of 
population pressures, ignorance 
of trade routes, ignorance of 
history. It’s all because we 
haven’t done our homework. 

“Asia has half the people of 
the world, and they’re only now 
coming out of the Middle Ages. 
They’re seething, demanding 
equality. And the great peril is 
that they fear the white man’s 
imperialism, which is dead, in- 
stead of the i:mtver‘alism of Rus- 
sia, which is on the march. 
“The Communists” truce talks 
are always a trap, a trick. Each 
time they get a piece of terri- 
tory and we get a piece of paper. 
“Bringing Communist China 
into the United Nations would 
ake the enemy stronger.

LYRICAL, ELEGANT 


Masterful Teqhnique, Warm 
Interpretation Shown in 
Techaikoysky Concerto.

Zino Francescatti’s perform- 
ance of the Tschaikowsky Violin 
Concerto at yesterday after- 
noon’s St. Louis Symphony Con- 
certo in Kiel Auditorium proved 
that even Tschaikowsky will 
sometimes profit by elegance of 
taste and procedure. Frances- 
catti’s beauty of tone, —e 
of articulation, and general 

smartness of technical finish 
were such as to insure an im- 
pressiveness of effect no. matter 
what his conception of the 
music had been. But what 
transpired—apart from a mas- 
terly handling of the instru- 
ment—was a warmly lyrical dis- 
course which was all the more 
searching for being moderate. 

Moderation, in this cormnec- 
tion means simply that he did 
not need a sultry throbbing vi- 
brato, heavy accentuation or dis- 
torted rhythms in order to rea- 
lize the legitimate values of the 
score. The first movement was 
both fluent and broad, the can- 
zohetta had a lovely song-like |,. 
simplicity tinged with sadness, 
the third was vivacious and 
energetic. In short it was far 
from being an unduly chaste or 
reticent performance even 
though the Friends of Tschai- 
kowsky Inc., may regard it as 
unorthodox. , 

The orchestra, under Conduc- 
tor Viadimir Golschmann,’, also 
made a fine contribution to the 
joint effort, being compact, 
resilient and closely interlogked 
rhythmically with the soloist. 

' Francescatti played as an en- 
core. the “Recitativo and 
Scherzo” by Fritz Kreisler; and 
he made a stunning display 
piece of it. 

The tfeatment of the Tschal- 
kowsky Concerto by evérybody 
involved was the standard for 
an unusually well played pro- 
gram. The string choir in Scho- 
embere’s “Verklaerte Nacht” 
projected its sound brilliantly 
and had, too, a varying depth 
of color and all the pliability 
needed for expressing the shift- 
ing stresses of the composer's 
stream of romantic emotion.

-G-M, all het up over its success with “Seven Brides 
M for Seven Brothers,” set out to make a kisty back- 

woods comedy out of “MANY RIVERS TO CROSS” at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER, and lusty it is. But that’s about 
all that can be said for it. Early in the 
script, rowdy enthusiasm crowds out 
finesse.

Designing Woman 


Hints on Flower Arrangements 
' By Elizabeth Hillyer 
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T’S the flowers that matter 

most in a flower arrangement. 

Remember that, and your 
choice of containers take long 
strides toward making every ar- 
rangement a success. 

Vases, bowls and pitchers 
must be simple, to compliment 
the arrangement rather than to 
compete with it. Choose con- 
tainers in several good shapes 
and sizes, and there can be end- 
less variety in the shapes of ar- 
rangements, even of the same 
flowers. If the containers are 
simple ones like these, they 
often have double usefulness. 
These bowls and the little 
pitcher can also be used for the 
serving of food. 


_ * + 

WITH the right bowl as a 
start, build flowers to heights, 
many times the height of the 
bowl. There’s all the diff»rence 
in the world between plopping 
flowers into a tall vase just as 
they_were gathered or as they 


came from the florist, and in 
grouping them properly. The dif- 
ference is not only the size of 
the container but the length of 
stems. Don’t be afraid to cut 
flower stems, some of them 
quite short toward the base of 
the arrangement. Most good 


flower arrangements de- 
pend on three basic stem 
lengths: high, low and medium. 


The center stem is usually tall- 
est, the low and medium at the 
sides and toward the center. 


+ * . 


.NOTICE that in these arrange- 
ments, handsome leaves are used 
with the flowers. The flower 
may not have leaves of its own 
that serve nearly as well as an- 
other, perhaps darker or larger 
leaf. Both deep green and waxy 
small leaves and wide light- 
veined leaves are placed to an 
advantage with the gladiola and 
daisies. 

Fiower containers like those 
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sketched are easy to find now 
that a well-known maker of in- 
expensive pottery has produced 
a new group of 40 pieces called 
flower-ware, designed to em- 
phasize flowers and to make ar- 
rangements easy. Colors chosen 
for them are muted to play up 
the brighter colors of flowers. 
A starter set from these might 
include no more than from four 
to six pieces, but included in 
the complete grouping is a con- 
tainer for almost every possible 
type of arrangement.

Perforated Pipe for House 
Drainage. 


HE other day we got to wor- 

rying over what becomes of 

all the little drops of rain 
that fall from the sky. Some of 
them, as you know, fall on the 
roof of your house. From here 
they comfortably slide into the 
gutters and from the gutters 
they flow down through the 
leaders or downspouts. Here is 
where we start to worry! What 
happens to all that water after it 
leaves the downspout? 

Well, sometimes it just sits 
on the ground and forms a big 
puddle. Sometimes the water

finds its way into the basement 
and sometimes it just ruins part 
of the lawn or the shrubs around 
the house. The only water that 
isn’t going to cause some sort 
of trouble is that which is piped 
far enough away from the house 
so it just can’t harm things. 
Qne way to take care of this 
water is to pipe it to a dry well 
but digging a dry well makes 
a mess of the lawn and is hard 
work unless you like digging. 
What we find to be a happier 
solution is to use perforated 
pipe which is buried in the 
ground. The holes in the pipe 
allow the water to escape grad- 
ually into the soil where it will 
do good rather than harm. 
The installation of sich a sys- 
tem is pretty simple, The pipe 
we have in mind comes in eight 
foot sections and is made of a 


composition so it’s light, easy to , 


join and doesn’t cost much. All 
you have to do is dig a trench 
to lay the line into, fill in with 
gravel and soil and replace the 
sod.

HEN I visited the head-

the United Nations here I met

in the White House. I invited 
him to lunch and became so in- 
terested in his suggestions that 
I invited him to dine with my 
husband. There followed later 
a conference which he attended 
at Hot Springs, Va., where FAO 
actually came into being. 

Soon after, Mr. MacDougall 
attended the ceremony in_ the 
White House instituting FAO, 
which I have always remem- 
bered because it was the first 
internationkl ceremony at which 
the flags of the U.N. countries 
were put on the table where the 
representatives of the various 
countpies were signing’ the 
necessary documents.

could have chosen, the blank 
king of diamonds, would have 
panned out best, destroying the 
North-South chances on the spot, 
but when West actually selected 
the jack of hearts, South was 
given a temporary reprieve. 

South quickly drew trumps, 
and then saying to his partner, 
“We'll need a little luck,” he 
laid down the ace and a low 
diamond. Obviously, the luck 
was not forthcoming—East col- 
lected two diamond tricks. 

It might Very well have been 
true, as declarer figured, that 
the contract depended on find- 
ing a 2-2 break of the missing 
diamonds, but, as _ previously 
stated, South could have im- 
proved his position materially 
without incurring any extra risk. 
The most astute way to play 
such a hand as this is as follows: 


South should draw only two 
rounds of trumps, then should 
cash the club king before lead- 
ing a third trump to his own 
hand. Next, he should cash the 
rest of the clubs, discarding dia- 
monds from the board, and then 
he should go over to dummy’s 
remaining heart honor and lead 
a low diamond toward the closed 
hand, ducking East’s card, what- 
ever it is. Consider: if East has 
a singleton honor, he is either 
hooked in an end-play or, if 
West tries to get him out of it 
by overtaking, then West's dia- 
mond return will have to be 
from honor-small to the North- 
South tenace position. Or the 
situation may be as above, with 
West forced in with the blank 
honor and obliged to yield a 
ruff-and-discard. Finally, South
